2 According to these paragraphs, the applications lor import licences are to 
reach the concerned licensing authority during the month succeeding the prescribed 
period of export- In the case of Gem and Jewellery and Cinematographic films 
(exposed), however, the applications are to be made on monthly/quarterly basis, 
as opted by the Registered Exporters, on the basis of foreign exchange realised, 
as the case may be. 

3 . It has been observed in the past that in gome cases, the applications sub¬ 
mitted by the Registered Exporters are not accompanied with the prescribed 
documents, resulting in protracted correspondence with the concerned parties. 
It is clarified for the information of all concerned that the applications which are 
not accompanied with the prescribed documents are liable to be rejected by the 
Import and Export Control Authorities Registered Exporters are, therefore, ad- 
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vised that before filing their applications for grant of replenishment licences under 
the aforesaid policy, they should ensure that me application is complete in all 
respects and is accompanied with all the prescribed export-documents. In any 
case, if the applications are not accompanied with any of the following documents, 
the same will be regarded as incomplete and if these documents arc subsequently 
received in the licensing offices, the date of their receipt will be regarded as the 
date of receipt of applications for the purpose of reckoning the time-limit for 
submission of applications and imposition of cuts in delayed applications.
